THE LIBERALS DON’T LIKE 0EMUCRATS POUTICALLY. 
“They unllormly object to a fusion in the demo­ 
cratic party as a political organization, though in 
close amnlty aud desirous oi aotlug with the rank 
aud file of the democratlo party co-operatively. 
Therefore snch co-operation waa proposed by the 
Liberal btate Committee to tbe IMmuoratic State 
Committee. The rejection of that proposal will 
probably compel the liberal republican organiza­ 
tion to call a State Convention lor the nomination of 
a state ticket; whether that ticket wUl be composed 
ol independent candidates or of oandldates se­ 
lected irom the tickets of either or both of the 
great political parties that shall previously have 
placed their tickets in the field, wlU depend npon 
the fact Whether such names will have been placed 
upon the democratlo or republican State ticket 
as can consistently with the proiesslons of the 
liberals be sapporied by them. 
WHAT THEY WILL 1)0 AS PATRIOTS. 
“This can be ascertained only after the Democratlo 
and Republican Conventions shall have met, and 
when the Liberal

In lavor 
of men for ofiloe unexceptionable In reputation 
and without any.relerence to their previous po­ 
litical afflnltles. They do not anticipate any vote 
such as their enrolment of last year might Indi­ 
cate ; but they are confident of nroduclng such an 
Impression upon the ballot-box as will Indicate to 
both the parties their disposing power in behalf of 
honesty and purity In the government.” 
“You have spoken. General, of tbe probabllitleB 
appertaining to the State ticket. What have you 
to say about the Legislature 7”

A Settled BeUef That Keliey Wat Sav­ 
agely Murdered. 


Huntínoton, L. L, Sept. 6, 1878. 
Tbe largest and most Impreiielve funeral thla part 
Of the oountry has ever witnessed passed through 
the main street of Hunilngton from the Second 
Presbyterian church to-day to the Presbyterian 
Cemetery, on the edge of the town. The frag- 
m enury remains of Charles G. Kelsey were thus 
honored, chieny by reason of a proiound sympa­ 
thy for his lamlly, as well as of pity for the 
strangely shocking late which the majority of 
people now believe beiell him. There was still 
another cause which helped to make this funeral 
memorable in the annals of Huntington—a desire 
to express 
tho 
popular 
feeling 
In 
regard 
to 
this 
Kelsey 
affair—and 
the 
serious 
and 
earnest 
crowds who 
filled the chnroh 
edifice 
and 
overflowed 
into 
the 
street 
told plainly of the abiding belief in the pnbUc 
mind tnat Kelsey was cruelly murdered. People 
came from long dlsunces to attend—from Port 
Jefferson, Babylon, lallp, UyeMr Bay, Locost Val­ 
ley, Byoseetv and numerous other places. They 
came by railroad and aU sorts of oonveyauoes, and 
early in the afternoon the large yard of the Buf- 
folk House was packed with horses and vehicles. 
Under a line of old chestnut trees, opposite the 
second Presbyterian church, scores of wagons 
were drawn np, giving to the town a more than 
usually animated appearance. 
A wagon pnlled 
up at tho Suffolk House about two o’clock In the af­ 
ternoon, and four ladles, all In deep black, alighted 
therefrom. 
They were yonng and attractive, 
and on Inquiry 1 found they were distant relatives 
of the Kelsey lamlly. This exhibition of tbe apparel 
tbat denotes sorrow was very noticeable In the 
oborch. Tbe number of 


LADIES IN BLACK 
was strikingly numerous. They appeared to come 
from the conntry around Huntington, and evi­ 
dently belonged to the wealthy larming class. On 
tbe piazza of the Suffolk House, which to the head­ 
quarters of the antl-tar men, a large nnmber col­ 
lected from time to time thronghout the day. They

TALKED ANGRILY 
Of District Attorney Downing, who yesMrday took 
the place of tbe people’s pjosecutor at the Inquest 
In Oyster Bay. Hq w'as denounced as seeking to 
thwart tbe e%3a o'f Justice, and while acting for the 
people was secretly plotting for the defence. 
The Second Presbyterian chnrch to an ample and 
respectable edifice, bnilt of wood, painted wbite, 
and having an airy and obeerinl inMrtor. It stands 
preminently on the principal street of Huntington. 
The tmsMea having decided to yield the chnrch for 
the funeral services It was thrown open early, 
wltboat rule or reservation, and IM large area soon 
began to flU. until the aisles were laid under con­ 
tribution, and finally the vestibule had to accom- 
modaM tbe mauy who came late. It was a pro­ 
foundly silent and atMnUve congregation. Every 
mind therein was absorbed by one subject alone, 
and when Rev. Mr. Knox rotm to hto feet from be­ 
hind the plush-covered desK the stillness of tbe 
grave prevailed. 
A SORROWFUL SIGHT. 
Just before tbe services a man was observed 
coming 
down 
tho 
centre 
aisle, Irom near 
the communion table, nritb a lady, shrouded 
In 
monrnlng, 
leaning 
upon 
hto 
arm. 
He was a rather tall, bronsed man, dressed In 
blacK down to bis gloves. Tne lady be supported 
was weeping anud bysterleal sobs. 
Sbe looked 
faint and weary, and tbe tall, anxious man was 
bearing her with rapid yet gentle sMps out to­ 
wards the open air. She reached the chnrch door, 
and there tne lloodgaMa of grief seemed to give 
way, and she bnrst into 
a strangely 
pas­ 
sionate cry of agony. 
Tears streamed down 
her 
cheek 
and 
her 
wnole 
frame 
shook 
convulsively. This was Miss CharlotM Kelsey, 
sister of the man alleged to have been murdered. 
She was leaning on ber brother’s arm, and he with 
a tender sympathy bore ber for a while away to a 
place of rest. As I looked at this spectacle and 
remembered tbe cruel notice some Huntington 
blackguards affixed to a tree, calling this earnest 
ceremony at tbe church “tne funeral of Legs,” I 
wondered if the godless cities bad not afMr aU 
more humanity among them than the country, 
where all the virtues are supposed to reside. 
Just before tbe Kelsey lamlly entered the church, 
the organist. Miss Prances Bmltb, began a dirge. 
Tbe intermittent rustling of fans and tbe murmur 
of whispers were now hushed, and all again be­ 
came as sUent as the grave. The

floated over the heads of the congregation, who 
bowed down and remained bowed until tbe dirge 
was over. A few minutes alter the music ceased 
the lamlly, aU In deep mourning, came Into tbe 
church in order-H enry Kelsey and wife, Mr. Wll- 
letts and wife, William, hto sister CharlotM, and 
bis wUe. Mrs. WllletM had ber Uttle son with her. 
From hto seat on the kneeling bench he looked up 
Inquiringly in bis mother’s lace, unable to divine 
the reason of ber weeping, and each time she 
looked upon hia upturned, Inquiring lace, her teara 
broke out anew.

From tbe pnlplt came a story of sorrow and 
regret at the violent rupture between the lamllles, 
tbe churches and the people of the sequestered little 
town, whose inhabltanu were always wont to live 
and regard eocn other in the light of family folk.

Tbe name of our little village has not only been 
aoiled, but blackcueil. Where others have decided 
regarding the great question 1 have remained un­ 
decided, aud the gulden balance of Justice Is 
poised on the diamond ooint of truth. Hope and 
tear are lu me, like two d^er met upon a narrow 
mountain path with antlers locked, and it requires 
but a breath to dash either down the chasm. 1 am 
speaking here to teil of the respect 1 entertain tor 
the coovlcttoDs of those assembled. 1 am lu favor 
of law and order, which should not be outraged. 
1 am decidedly opposed to lynch law. There are 
cases whore Justice to slow or rather luactlve; she 
Is bound nand and loot, aud cannot move where It 
to resorted to; but this to not tbe case In Hunting­ 
ton. All can have their wrongs adjusted and their 
differences settled in a quiet and peaceable way. 
1 care not by whom the outrage was performed. 1 
denounce him as a disrespector of Justice. We 
have learned a lesson which, If 


we should also consider the puulshmeiit, 
auil if this be done none will be dealt with too 
severely. 1 cannot believe there is a crime so 
black or an iniquity so deep but that a ilasli of 
boldly spoken truth would lighten aud fathom It. 
1 insist that some one knew all of the deed, and 
could and should, if he has any regard for Justice, 
tell ail he knows. I would rejoice to know who was 
the perpetrator or perpetiators of this most loul 
and vlllanous crime, lor ihn suspense to terrible 
and wearing. The truth must come. II uot to you 
aud I, It will be known to all “when their sins 
shall all be made known.”

“Wbat to the story of Kelsey’s entering Miss 
Smith’s bedroom!” 
“ Well, It occurred In this way:—There was a vis­ 
itor at our bouse, a married lady, occupying niy 
daughter’s bed that night. Sbe woke aoout mid­ 
night ou toeUng a hand across her breast, and on 
reaching down she met another hand. Bhe sud­ 
denly seized both bands and started bolt upright 
on tne edge of the bed. Bhe held the man fast and 
called out loud, 'Who are yon?’ lu relating tho 
story the lady said that the man’s hands were 
wet with perspiration and that he trembled all 
over. She repeated the question twice in a still 
louder and more commanding tone of voice, and 
then the answer came. ‘1/ you won’t say uny- 
ttilng i’ll tell you.’

1 say 
descended, because I have no sympathy whatever 
With that worship of Commerce which Is a part of 
the national lalth or England; and we have very 
ancient antho-lty (that of Jesus, son of Slraeh) lor 
the belief that a merchant can hardly be an boneat 
man. Let him have by aU means the things which 
belong to him, aU the commodities which can bo 
bongbt by money, substantial houses overfur- 
iilahed, fast trotUng horses aud greetings In the 
market place from those who have need of him. 
Bat he Is enutled to no respect, and should be 
taught to take off hla 
bat 
before scholars 
and 
men of science, who might have been 
richer 
than 
be 
bad 
they deigned 
to sell 
thalr aonls for money. I am wriung only of 
TBX BBITISH MaBCUX.\T, 
at preaent a deal too much puffed up by peerages 
and penny papers; for the fact Is simply this: an 
Englishman who condescends to trade in any shape 
weU knows that he means to amass money by 
roguish methods, and be does It with his eyes open 
to the consequences. They are consequences which 
ought to make him an object of good-humored 
contempt to honest people, 'ihe fellow has chosen 
a short road to riches. He believes lá them. Well, 
let him enjoy them and keep his distance ftom 
those who have higher and purer objects of devo­ 
tion. 
But 
TH* FRENCH MKRCHANT 
Is a very different sort of person. l|e la possibly an 
ez-Dnke, upset by a revolution, who has turned to 
earning his living. Perhaps he has sacrlhced him­ 
self for an elder brother, or to provide a wortlonfor 
an orphan sister. There Is generally some romance 
at the bottom or his mind, and he conducts his 
trade upon chivalrous principles, quite astoolsulug 
to the Brltuti mercantile miud, with a peerage in 
IhU view of It.

Never was the crowd which wor­ 
shipped In them more devont; never were the re­ 
ligious convictions of the multitude so general or 
so profound as now that education Is spreading 
among all classes. 
The radical newspapers of 
Parts and some of the great towns are very witty 
at the expense of the clergy, and amuse wine shop 
frequenters with profane jokes; but the Figaro and 
the best newspapers of the provincial press are all 
stanch supporters of Catholicism; and It has come 
o pass that wo are now, alter nearly a century of 
Infldellty, In the midst of a great religious revival. 
The revival has been or has not been approved 
by miracles from on high. Now either we must 
deny the posslbiuty of miracles altogetner—and In 
that case we must reject the whole scriptures—or 
we must admit the possibility of their occurrence, 
and then the proof.

“They acknowledge that there Is ‘a something» 
which governs the stars and places them in their 
order in the heavens, which regulates the seasons 
In due time of succession, and which has made 
that beautllUl machine, the universe, which goea 
so weU aud which has lasted so long with­ 
out repairs. Surely these admissions should make 
the Almighty quoted above par in the commercial 
world, and business men might consent to show 
Him some respect even. In accordance with their 
own usages. For It cannot be contested that God 
Is tbe promoter of a successful speculation. He Is 
a great architect at all event?. He Is a great pro­ 
ducer. He pays more than cent per cent Interest 
for the Investments or the farmer and the scholar. 
You, Moualeur, for instance (the Vicar General 
bowed), are about to write to 
THE NEW YORK HERALD 
W ith materials which will not cost yon ten sous. 
I presume that you will be paid a fair return for 
your outlay. 
Who gives you that return ? Who 
gave to you tbe means of laboring ? You might 
have been blind, or smitten down with paralysis of 
the mind or body, and If so I might not have had 
the pleasure of seeieg you here to-day. Suppose, 
just for the sake ol argument, we agree to Inier 
that 
“THE MYSTERIOUS SOMETHING,» 
the unknowu God of the Athenians, la at the bot­ 
tom of these tbiugs ?

The Inquest touching tbe causes which led to th a 
death of Jam es Johnson, m ate of the schooner 
Wakefield, who died of tis Injuries a t the Long 
Island College Hospital, Brooklyn, on Thnisday 
tost, was commenced, belore Coroner Whltelilil, 
yesterday. The deceased was a native of New Jer- 
aey, waa half ow ner of tho achooner, was nnm ar- 
n ed and appears to have been a pretty rougn 
custom er generally. 
He was, according to the 
testtm ony, a m an ot Intem perate habits. One 8nn- 
day nlgbt, three weeks hgo, he got Into an alterca­ 
tion in front of a Uquor store on the com er of 
Thirty-ninth street and Eleventh avenue. New 
York, during which he bit a m an’s noee off, whose 
nam e to John Downey. This was on tbe 12th of 
August.

John Fox, who was tbe first w itness exam ined 
a t the Inqnest, testified th at Johnson came on

the foot of 
Thirty-eighth stree t; be said be bad b een strn ck 
on tbe head with a bottle and felt bad and tb at he 
had bitten a m an’s nose off; this affhir occnrred 
abont six o’clock on Sunday, August 12, on the 
ooroer of Thirty-ninth stree t and Eleventh uvenne; 
he said, “1 was there and be bad to pull a m an off 
me who then struck him on the head w ith a 
bottle;” 1 rem em ber being 
in a Uqnor store 
a t the corner nam ed and recollect a stranger 
attacking me, b at as I was intoxicated I don’t re­ 
m em ber anything m ore; could n ot reoogntoe the 
men who struck m e; did not strike Johnson tb at 
night; on the night he was strack with the bottle 
he came on the boat looking very bloody, and be 
told me he was going aw ay ; I gave him $2, and I 
did not see him again until last Sonday, im en be 
told me bto Jaw was sore and be could not ea t; he 
told me he was too sick to work, and I got a man

THE CORONER’S 
INQUEST. 


A Strange ease of supposed m nrder and arson 
has occurred In Williamsburg. 
Abont hali-paat 
nine o'clock ou Thursday evening an alarm of fire 
was sounded from the com er of North Second and 
Ninth streets. The residents In the neighborhood 
hastened to the place. 
A narrow passageway 
through No. 100 Ninth street gives access to a 
small yard in tbo rear, on one side of which stands 
a dilapidated red brick tenem ent. Prom the seo 
ond story windows of tbls building. In rooms occu­ 
pied by Jam es N. .Merrlgan, smoke and flame were 
seen issuing. 
There did not seem to be tbe 
slightest commotion within tbe house and tbe 
usual num ber ot terrified women were nut to be 
seen. Tbe officers and citizens, headed by a young 
m an named Coe, rushed up tbe stairs, and finding 
tbe door to the room in which the fire was raging 
locked, burst It In. Not Im agining th at auy one 
was 
IN THE BOOH, 
tbe officers proceeded at once to extinguish the 
fire, which was found to bo burning In a clothes 
press. The floor of a small room In the rear waa 
found to be ablaze, and upon entering the aparb* 
m ent the charred body ot a young woman was 
seen on a broken-down bed. The body was en­ 
tirely nude. While the legs were found perlectly 
rigid, the feet rem aining upon the bed, the head 
and shoulders were hanging over the side on the 
floor in the thlckesf of the flames. 
A IIORRIBLB aiUllT. 
The fire was extinguished as quickly as possi­ 
ble. but not until the features of the face had been 
BO badly buraea as to be unrecognizable. The nose 
and eyes were destroyed, and the side ot tbe body 
resting on the floor was literally broiled. 
A TKRRIBLR SUSPICION. 
In raising the corpse a piece of bed cord was 
lound so Closely tied around the woman’s throat aa 
to be alm ost Imbedded in tbe flesh. A noose had 
been placed 
around 
tbe 
neck 
of 
the de­ 
ceased, and the end of the rope had been draw n 
over tbe back of the bed. 
Tbe poliee surgeon, who 
waa at once sent for, made an exam ination of the 
corpse, and gave It ae his firm opinion th at death 
had occurred from strangulation. 
The terrible 
black m ark around the neck, which la always pres­ 
en t on the bodies of those who die on the scaffold, 
was to be clearly seen. The end of the rope hang­ 
ing over the bed had not been burned, but had 
been out off squarely as witb a knlle. The bedstead 
was broken as if by a desperate struggle. The 
Bide» of the bed having separated (rom the head­ 
board. tbe m attress at tbe head of the bed had 
fallen on the floor. 
H»RB STARTLtNO CIROUMSTANCER. 
A Strong smell of kerosene pervaded tbe room, 
and the bedding, as well as the woodwork, was 
found to be satu rated with the fluid. These facts 
were the sum total of the disclosures m ade at tbe 
um e of the finding of the body. The Captain of 
the Filth prectuct, who had m eanwhile arrived on 
tbe ground, deemed himself justllled In srreaU ng 
Mr. and Mrs. M errlgan, who were present am ong 
the spectators. The woman, aside irom a desper­ 
ate eflbrt to save a w orthless picture from the 
walls of the bnrntng room, bad not m anifested any 
great degree of anxiety. Certain It Is th at she had 
not informed tho officers oi the presence ot her 
friend In tbe room. 
THE WIPE’S STATEMENT. 
There are many strange clrcam stonces wMch go 
to Show m ost uumlstokably tb at the woman M ar­ 
g aret Hammll m et her death bv violence. They 
are here treated In the order which they seem to 
deserve :— 
Mm. M errlgan states th at the woman M argaret 
came to ner house about eight o’clock on i nnrsday 
evening. They had been schoolm ates together, 
and aithoagh M argaret was possessed of some 
money she made occasional calls upon her old 
frlen«i. On Thursday night she claim s that Mar­ 
garet 
Hammll 
waa 
intoxicated, 
and asked 
for a dtlnk of 
strong coffee to sober her. 
The coffbe being exhsusted, Mrs. M errigan told 
her visitor th at sue would go out and buy oome. 
Hhe started, locking the door to prevent M argaret’s 
escape while in such a condition, and had not 
gone any further than the street before the alarm 
of lire was raised. At tbe entrance to the alley­ 
way she m et a young man named Coe, who re ­ 
sides in the bnlbllng. She came back with him, 
but forgot w say anything about the presence or 
her visitor in the very room where the lire was dis­ 
covered. 
WHAT THE OUSBANO BAYS. 
Jam es N. M erngan, a carpenter, now locked np 
in tne Flith prcclnct. s a y s :- '*1 did not know any­ 
thing whatever ul the presence of M arxarct Ham- 
rall m tne house, l was absent attending a m eet- 
log ol mv loflge. I had not seen the young woman.” 
WIIAT AN OLD LAUY SAYS. 
Mrs. Coles, a widow, residing on the first floor of 
the •house, directly under the room In which tbe 
corpse was found, stated yesterday to the Herald 
rep o rter:—“ I have resided only a short time in this 
house. 1 came here about two weeks ago. I am 
not on term s of intim acy with the M errigans. 
1 
am snre th at on Tuesday m orning last a lady of 
comely person and genteel dress knocked a t the 
door and askea for Mrs. Merrigan. The visitor 
wore diamonds, a gold waton and chain and 
carried a red leather portcm onnaie. I sul>sei|iiently 
learned th at her nam e was Hammll. and that shu 
came irom New York.

The returns, so fiar received, of the results 
of the California election of Wednenday last, 
State and municipal, indicate a decisive and 
important victory for the people’s party over 
the Central Pacific Bailroad monopoly. The 
main contest was for the Legislature, upon 
which will fall the election of United States 
Senator, in place of Eugene Casserly, dem­ 
ocrat, whose term expires March 3, 1875. Mr. 
Casserly, having proclaimed himself, in un­ 
mistakable terms, hostile to the continuance 
of the intolerable raüway despotism which 
has been established over California, may be 
considered as having secured a popular en­ 
dorsement for a re-election, although it 
is 
probable 
that the 
democratic party 
has not secured a majority of the Legis­ 
lature; 
for there were three parties in 
the 
late 
election—the 
republicans, the 
democrats and the independent anti-railroad 
party. The two old parties in the canvass 
were so inexplicably mixed up in the manipu­ 
lations of the railroad ring that neither can 
claim fairly to represent in the Legislature 
the independent anti-railroad movement But 
while the democrats in San Francisco were 
demoralized and divided by the intrigues of 
the Central Pacific Bing the republicans 
throughont the State were much more seriously 
out up and subjugated by the same powerful 
monopoly. 
The San Francisco Morning Call, a republi­ 
can journal, admits that the general results of 
the election are in favor of the democrats in 
its declarations that the Central Pacific is bit­ 
terly opposed to Casserly; that he stood firm 
as a rock against the encroachments of Stan­ 
ford A Co. in the Goat Island controver.»y, 
and that, with a view to his defeat and the 
election of a United States Senator in the 
interests of the monopoly, the Democratic 
Legislative Convention (of San Francisco) 
was purchased; that the democracy, never­ 
theless, and the best citizens of the State of 
other parties favor Casserly; that Governor 
Booth (anti-railroad republican) has an un­ 
derstanding with Casserly that, in spite of 
the support of the administration, Stanford is 
in a minority, and that Casserly and Booth 
have the game in their own bauds. From 
these admissions we infer that throughout the 
State the republican party, as representing the 
national administration on the Central Pacific 
Railroad monopoly, has suffered a significant 
defeat, and that the democratic party, through 
Casserly, its representative in this contest, 
will probably secure the substantial fruits of 
the victory in his re-election to the Senate. 
The democratic jonmals are already begin­ 
ning to sing their songs of triumidi over the 
the apparent general result in California as a 
party victory, foreshadowing a democratic res­ 
toration; bnt this election, taming upon the 
issue raised by the people outside the demo­ 
cratic and republioaa organizations, has a far 
broader and deeper meaning than a demo­ 
cratic success. It means that the people, 
looking to their immediate interests, are 
beginning to think and act for .themselves; 
that they are thus liberating themselves from 
their old party leading strings, and that, 
against wealthy and corrupting corporations, 
and against “the cohesive power of the pub­ 
lic plunder,” they are entering bravely upon a 
new departure. The general result of this 
California election means directly the subju­ 
gation of the Central Pacific Railroad mo­ 
nopoly and, indirectly, the reduction of all 
the railroads of the Union to a governmental 
system of freights and fares, which will bind 
them against future extortions and rapacious 
raids upon the public, in any shape or form. 
In this late active California canvass of the 
people against the Central Pacific oligarchy 
we have the opening of a contest which, we 
apprehend, will rapidly be magnified into a 
general movement tor the regulation by Con­ 
gress of our “commerce among the several 
States and with the Indian tribes,” in a gen­ 
eral law regulating the freight and passenger 
charges of all our railroads. 
This journal for several years past has from 
time to time urged upon the American people 
the approach of this inevitable and irrepressi­ 
ble confiict and their only coarse for redress 
against these grasping and unscrapulous rail­ 
way corporations and unholy alliances. We 
have seen how State legislatnres have been and 
can be bought and sold; we have shown that if 
these law-making bodies of the several States 
could be composed of the wisest and purest 
representatives of the popular will attainable 
there can be no effective or consistent action 
among them in their legislation upon rail­ 
roads, and we have contended from the begin­ 
ning of this controversy that the only way of 
public relief lies through the election of a 
Congress, with instructions directly from the 
people in reference to the remedies they need 
for their future protection and security against 
oppressive railway extortions, frauds and lalso 
pretences. We are, therefore, greatly grati­ 
fied with the issue directly raised by the new 
anti-railroad party in California and with the 
general result as reported; for with the re- 
election of Mr. Casserly or the return of any 
other outspoken adversary of the Central Pa­ 
cific Ring to the United States Senate we shall 
have the war between the people and their 
railway kings formally, carried into Congress. 
From this beginning we cannot donbt we 
shall have the battle extended along the whole 
line in the general elections of next year for a 
new Congress. From the present movements 
of the new agricultural party of the grangtw 
they are evidently drifting in this direction. 
In some of the Northwestern States they have 
entered the political field for their coming 
local elections as an independent organization 
therein, and they wül doubtless, in the results, 
develop a degree of strength which will lead 
them to a wider sphere of action. As in Cali­ 
fornia, the republican and democratic can­ 
eases and conventions of all the country, ap­ 
preciating the tremendous balance of power 
represented in these independent, anti-rail­ 
road organizations, are anxious to secure 
them: hut, while it is apparent that the 
granges ore revived upon a new departure, it 
does not appear that, in leaving the repnbli- 
oan (dmrch, to which they belong or have 
mostly belonged, they intend to be drawn un­ 
der the old flag of the democratic party. 
Are we, then, to have three parties in our 
next Presidential contest—the republican and 
demooratio parties and the party of the farm­ 
ers’ granges and their various outside, anti- 
monopoly alBliations ? Our impending local 
fall elections in Maine, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
MassaohOMtts, New York and elsewhere will 


assist 08, to some extent, in answering this 
question. 
For example, if General Butler 
shall be nominated as the republican candi­ 
date for Governor of Massaohusetts, and if the 
bolt which is threatened by the Puritans 
against Butler follows his nomination, the dis­ 
affection thus developed in the party camp 
may extend to other Btates, to the prejudice of 
the administration and of General Grant, pro­ 
claimed 
the 
candidate of 
his kitchen 
cabinet for a third term. 
There may be 
the disaffection suggested, in the event of a bolt 
against Butler, because Butler is understood 
to be the candidate of the administration for 
Governor of Massachusetts. But as this is 
one of those “off years" in our political affairs, 
in which party discipline is not enforced, and 
in which our State elections generally go by 
default, there may he in these coming elec­ 
tions of September, October and November, 
some more of those opposition victories and 
revolutions in figures which, in fact, signify 
nothing. 
This Oalifomia State election, determined 
outside the two regular party organizations of 
the day, belongs not to this aforesaid chapter of 
accidents. It is the practical opening of a great 
contest for the possession of Congress, by the 
people against railway monopolies, a contest 
which we expect will moke every candidate 
for Congress in next year’s elections a party 
in the fight, and which will strengthen or 
Wfeaken the administration according to its 
position among the boUigerente. It now ap­ 
pears to stand as having been a supporter of 
the Central Pacific Railway in California, and 
as having lost thereby something of that pres­ 
tige of sucoess which is indispensable to the 
unity of the republican party under the ad­ 
ministration. Whatever may have been the 
precise position of General Grant in reference 
to the main issue in this late California can­ 
vass, the time approaches when he must de­ 
clare himself for or against Congressional in­ 
tervention for the protection of the people 
against despotic railway corporations, or be 
prepared to meet the consequences os an ally 
of our confederate railway kings.

The motherly instinct of girls is a theme 
which has been over-written by moralists and 
poets. No doubt there is such a principle in 
very many girls, and that it often saves them 
from the ruin to which an evil education would 
naturally lead ; but the moralists frequently 
appear to forget that in numerous instances 
this instinct has been crashed by the false 
ideas which have been fostered at school and 
the cruel repression which has been employed 
at home. Now that we are alluding to the 
defects in female education, it may he well to 
state that some of the more serious of them 
arise from sins of omission. Perhaps it is not 
going too far to say that in the vast majority 
of cases there is an utter neglect to train and 
develop this motherly instinct, to throw 
light upon it, to build it up and strengthen it 
into a principle and a conviction dearer than 
life, sacred as honor. It is the motherly in­ 
stinct which makes good nurses and in many 
coses good servants. It is that thoughtful and 
affectionate anticipation of a household's 
needs and wants which makes a home that 
“heaven on earth” we all have heard of but 
few of us have found. Prevision dictates pro­ 
vision. 
The woman who is accustomed to 
think for others will become apt in devising 
practical ways for their help and comfort. 
It is only girls of exceptionally fine natures 
who can exercise these subtle and sweet solici­ 
tudes. It is only the bright exceptions who 
have what may be called a genius for home and 
who understand intuitively how to make a 
household comfortable. With others—espe­ 
cially with those who have not had the good 
fortune to possess excellent mothers—it must 
become a matter of training, and though a 
school, at best, is a poor substitnte for that 
finely penetrative influenoe which a happy 
and lovingly-ordered home exhales, still it is 
the best substitnte we have, and is therefore 
not to be despised. 
This is the point we are 
battling for. Practical instruction in domes­ 
tic details, and, above all, in that affectionate 
and conscientious spirit which should inspire 
their performance, ought to underlie all the 
other instruction at our female hoarding 
schools and colleges. 
All other branches 
should crystallize aroand this focus, and until 
this is done it is in vain to look for a mnch 
purer or more exalted social condition than 
we at present have. 


P olitics Ain> B lasphemy.—At the Texas 
Democratic 
State 
Convention, 
held 
in 
Austin on the 4th inst, the permanent 
chairman, in his opening address, made the 
remark that the radical platform consisted 
only of high sounding generalities, and that 
“they might as well have adopted the moral

'The politloal situation in France commands 
attention to-day from a variety of causes. 
Prominent among these is the fact that the 
war indemnity is now fuUy paid. It is only 
two years and a half since the preliminary 
treaty of peace was signed by the representa­ 
tives of France and Germany at Versailles; 
yet in that brief space of time, in addition to 
meeting all the pecuniary requirements of the 
home government, France has paid over to 
Germany five milliards of francs, equal to one 
thousand millioRs of dollars. In the whole 
history of the world no nation in the same 
space of time has responded so nobly to the 
call of its government 
It seemed at first a 
huge burden, hut on the shoulders of the 
i’renoh people it rested lightly. 
The incubus 
is now removed and France is fre& In a few 
days more the last of the German invaders will 
have left her soil, and the famous “Pact of 
Bordeaux” will be at an end. 
What will France do with herself, now that 
she is free ? is a question which many ore anx­ 
iously asking. This question is rendered all 
the more important now that, according to com­ 
mon report, a fusion of the Bourbon interests 
has been effected and that ex-President Thiers 
has openly avowed his conversion to the 
Republic. One other item of news, although 
not yet properly authenticated, lends interest 
to the general situation. 
It is stated that 
President MacMahon no longer makes it a 
secret that he will not serve his country in 
any capacity under the white flag. This last 
item of news may be true or it may be false ; 
it is not yet, os we have said, properly authen­ 
ticated ; but, true or false, it requires to be 
stated in this connection. 
What will France 
do with herself? is, therefore, a question 
which compels us to look at the general situa­ 
tion, and to consider at once the character of 
the existing political combinations and the 
relative strength of the various political fac­ 
tions. 
It is undeniable that the Bordeaux compact 
has hitherto restrained the factions from seek­ 
ing individual expression except in the quiet­ 
est and least offensive manner possible. 
Legitimists, Orleanists, Bonapartists, republi­ 
cans have, no doubt, during these two years 
steadily kept their sectional interests in view; 
but it is not to be denied that these sectional 
interests, mnch as they may have been culti­ 
vated secretly, have been subordinated to the 
general welfare of France. M. Thiers was strong, 
ond his services were deemed indispensa­ 
ble BO long 08 he faithfully clung to the com­ 
promise; but when, in November of last year, 
he declared in his message to the Assembly 
that it was neoeeaary to proceed to establish 
the institutions essential to the national life 
under republican forms of government he de­ 
parted from the Bordeaux compact, to a cer­ 
tain extent betrayed bis trust and made his 
downfall certain. Prom that hour the monarch­ 
ists in the Assembly distrusted him and made 
the arrangements which accomplished his 
downfall in May of this year. 
M. Thiers 
ventured too far and he fell. It was the Bor­ 
deaux compact which made the victory of his 
opponents so comparatively easy. The oon- 
scrvatives in the Assembly, who now rule, 
have said nothing, have done nothing openly, 
indicative of any intention to do violence 
to the arrogements made at Bordeaux. Their 
likings and dislikings have been but thinly 
disguised ; but their public actions have been 
cautious to the last degree. 
It has been 
deemed necessary by all parties to wait until 
the indemnity was paid and until the soil was 
free. If M. Thiers had been more cautious 
ho might still have been in power. He was 
incautious, or rather he was too trustful of his 
strength, and, daring too much, he lost his 
hold, and the power which for two years ho 
had used so skilfully and so much to the ad­ 
vantage of his country passed into other 
hands. True it no doubt is that bis over­ 
throw was 
accouLplished by a coalition 
of legitimists, Orleanists and Bonapartists; 
bnt it is not less true that such coalition was 
effected on the principle of the “Pact of 
Bordeaux.” The indemnity was not yet paid, 
the country was not yet free, and consequently 
the time for decisive action had not yet come. 
With the payment of the last franc of the 
indemnity money to Germany oomes emanoi- 
pation—the emancipation of France as a 
nation and the emancipation of the factions 
from all binding engagements. The Bordeaux 
compact is no more. 
With France, to-day, 
we rejoice. We rejoice that she is restored to 
herself. 
We rejoice that she has done so 
nobly in the years of her sorrow, and that she 
is free to decide her own destiny. 
But we 
cannot say we rejoice when we think of the 
future. Whether the future form of govern­ 
ment for that country is to be monarchical or 
republican we do not pretend to know. It is 
certain, however, that when the Assembly 
meets the question as to the definitive estab­ 
lishment of a government must be raised 
and in some way settled. 
The chances for 
the immediate restoration of the Empire arc 
small, mainly because the Bonapartist repre­ 
sentative is under age. The restoration of the 
monarchy might be easy were it not for the 
white flag. 
France will never have the 
white flag. But on this point De Ghamhord 
may yield. If this point is not yielded the 
Republic must win. If it is yielded the fight 
will he between the monarchy on the one 
hand and the Repnblio on the other, and in 
the struggle the Bonapartists will wield the 
balance of power. The avowed conversion of 
M. Thiers must be regarded for the present as 
a gain to the republican cause. 
The issues, 
however, are doubtfuL 
Meanwhile it is safe 
to say that France has before her a fresh 
straggle which may tax her strength to the 
utmost. It will be well if the struggle is got 
over without bloodshed and all the horrors of 
civU war.

Eight well known trotting horses, including a 
valuable team belonging to President Grant, 
were destroyed. The fire is supposed to have 
originated from the sparks of a passing loco­ 
motive. It was very injudioioos to entrust 
such valuable stock in a combustible build­ 
ing, liable at any moment to he set on fira 
from passing trains. The same want of cau­ 
tion may be seen everywhere in ttie vicinity of

All who have read the wonderful novel by 
which Wilkie Collins first established a reputa­ 
tion will recollect the impressive scene in the 
lonely summer house where Count Fosco 
dilates upon the frequency with which murder 
is concealed and its perpetrator escapes. The 
massive figure of the remorseless and accom­ 
plished villain contrasts with his arch rhetoric 
and debonnair address, and while Lady Glyde 
listens and winces a melancholy air blows 
over the autumn leaves as though giving 
voice to some horrible foreboding. Possi­ 
bly the memory of some snch scene as this 
has floated through more than one mind that 
has 
acquainted itself 
with 
the history 
of the Kelsey tragedy; not that 
there 
is 
anything 
in the one which 
is 
a 
direct reflection 
from anything in the 
other, but that over both, intensified to an 
indefinite extent in the bloody melodrama of 
Huntington, lingers that awful spell which 
makes the flesh creep and the cheek whiten 
and the imagination falter before the possibili­ 
ties it conjures up. 
In this inscrntablo Long Island mystery are 
elements so foul, so unnatural, so inhuman, 
so utterly contradictory of what any one would 
fancy possible in the middle of a community 
believed to be Christian, that they cannot be 
swept from public recollection and «omment 
with thaJightness of ordinary gossip. Neither 
is it desirable that they should be. We take 
no delight in dwelling upon crimes which, 
like this of Huntington, prove how deep a 
seat devilishness may have in human bosoms. 
We 
have no 
desire 
to 
dip our pen 
in 
blood 
and 
write 
with 
the 
ink 
of 
sensation. 
But 
some 
sins 
ore 
so horrible that strong language becomes weak 
when applied to their description, and the 
only way to enforce the proper moral is to ex­ 
hibit the horror again and again in all its 
vastness and nakedness, until the sentimen­ 
talist who weeps an extenuation for every vice 
that does not injure him personally is startled 
out of his morbidity and put on the track of 
that sound sympathy and healthy feeling 
which demand that wickedness should meet 
with retribution. 
We think that some snch 
view as this is ratified by the terrible and 
shameful deed at Huntington—a deed so ter­ 
rible and shameiul that for the credit of 
human nature 
we 
await 
with 
imjia- 
tience 
the revelation 
of any fact that 
shall prove 
it 
to 
be 
not 
quite 
so 
horrible 
as 
it 
first 
appeared. 
It 
is on this account that we learn with pleasure 
that the condition in which it is claimed that 
Kelsey was seen by a circle of observers, among 
whom both sexes were represented, seems to 
exonerate the feminine portion ot them from 
the charge of immodesty and inhumanity 
which have been brought against them. If 
later report speaks truly, this portion of the 
audience which beheld Kelsey after he had 
been tarred and feathered was not informed 
of the kind of spectacle held in waiting, and 
the victim, moreover, was half hidden with a 
sack or jacket which depended from the waisi 
We hope—nay, we believe that this version of 
the affair is true. Respect for womanhood is 
father to the wish, and we ore gratified for the 
slightest gleam which relieves the frightful 
darkness of the surroundings. 
Above the surface of the Huntington 
tragedy two important points project. One 
is the fact that a murder has been committed, 
and the other is the fact that the perpetrators 
are unknown. 
We have nothing to say at 
present respecting the kind and degree of 
punishment which Kelsey deserved, if all 
that is alleged against him ho true. That 
question has nothing to do with present con­ 
siderations. The awful central circumstance 
survives that in the midst of a peaceful, 
happy and prosperous community, where holy 
church bells tolled on Sabbath noons and 
decent householders met regularly in the 
temple of God; where some of the best favors 
of Providence were Showered, and young 
people grew up in the light of religious train­ 
ing and example, a deed has been committed 
which many a savage, with no light but the 
dim radiance of uneducated conscienoe, would 
suffer torture rather than perform. All that 
remains to he done now is to detect the 
criminals and measure to them that punish­ 
ment which so immense a crime demands. 
All that can be achieved is to exonerate all 
who may deserve exoneration, and, having 
detected, tried, found guilty and sentenced 
the proper parties, to leave them until their 
hour of punishment alone with their remorse 
and God.

Tltc Internatlonallsto la Denmark. 
Wise was the statesman who observed that 
“repressive measures only serve to strengthen 
secret societies and popular demonstrations. ” 
We find that Denmark does not believe in this 
axomatio truth, and that her Supreme Court 
has sentenced two of the officers of the Inter­ 
national Society to three years’ hard labor in 
the State Piison and the President to five 
years. The severer penalty for the offence, 
which, by the wildest stretch of the imagina­ 
tion, can only be mentioned as a political 
conspiracy, is equivalent to.the punishment 
attached to grand larceny, forgery and homi­ 
cide in the United States. Denmark does not 
know, probably, that she is simply mannfac- 
turing a dangerous class of political martyrs, 
in whose names or in whose memories the 
periodical revolutions of the Old World will 
execute bloody reprisals among the aris­ 
tocracies. 
History has ever taught this 
lesson—one which the French should have 
remembered when they led the Communists 
out on the plain of Satory and shot them by 
the judgment of a military tribunal. Nothing 
inflames the popular passions so much as 
political vengeance taking the form of needless 
and extreme infliction. 
Free governments 
never exercise it, though their means are quite 
as adequate as those of Denmark, France or 
Germany. We need not state that we have no 
sympathy for the disorganizing and “red” 
ideas of the deluded beings who wish to im­ 
pose on mankind a system of chronic anarchy, 
ebUterating fomily, religion and society. Yet 
we do not believe that the best way to combat 
their morbid cravings is to lock their persons 
up behind dungeon hara

Collector Pinkney Rollins, of the Seventh district 
01 North CaroUna, Inlorma tbe Revenue Bureau 
that Special Deputy R. U. Patterson end tbe sol­ 
diers under Lieutenant Mast destroyed two illicit 
distilleries in Haywood county and made twelve 
arrests on the 7th of August. On the letu they de­ 
stroyed lour distilleries and made eight arresu in 
McDowell county.

By the 
next train after the forwarding of the telegram tbe 
Chief of the Trenton police arrived in this city, 
and from him. In tbe presence of Pnrpll blnueU, I 
learned tbe following particulars:— 
TUB MOTIVE OF THE CBlME. 
Morris Purpll after working for Budd Doble on 
hla Fashion Stnd Farm for the term of four or five 
months lolled to give tbe proper satisfaction, and 
was discharged on Tuesday morning of tnu week.

Th> morning, when Goldsmith 
Maid and other celebrated trotters were being 
uansferred to Mr. Doble’s stables here in Phila­ 
delphia, Pnrpll tollowed them to the depot and 
alter they were shipped engaged hU passage upon 
the Edwin Forrest.

Nova Scotian Coast 


NAMES OF THE MISSING VESSELS. 


Particnlars of the Loss of the 
Steamship Saltwell. 


Fifteen Persons Lost and Fifteen 
Saved. 


Uaupax. N. s., Sept. S. 1873. 
A letter from Sydney. C. B., says that the settle­ 
ment 01 West Bay, on the Grand Lake, has been 
almost demolished by the gale. 
On one side of 
the bar only about sin houses are left standlog. 
in the settlement of Uaysdale twenty houses were 
blown down. In this settlement one family aeem 
to have been special objects ol persecution by the 
storm king. Fluulug tbelr own buuso gone, ther 
fled to that of a neighbor, when In a very short 
time the latter house took fire, and both families 
had to flee and take shelter In a greenhouse tlU 
morning. The foUowlng 
DISASTBUS TO AUKUlCAN SOHOONBBS 
in Port Caledonia, 0. B., are reported :-Mary J. 
Adams. Captain Gilchrist, of Portsmouth, N. H. 
stern cut down to plauklng, jlbboom gone, fore 
and mam topmast backstays parted and starboard 
side ohaled; the schooner WUltom Jones. Captain 
Robinson, of Boston, lost main and mlzzen masts, 
foretopmast and jlbboom and hull slightly clutfed; 
the Judah P. Carney, Captain Turner, of Boston, 
stern stove, lost loretopgallant mast and jib-

The 
schooner Almon Bird, Captain Drinkwater, of 
Rockland, Me., hud stern stove-wheel broke, and 
top Bides chafed; tbe schooner Anita, Uaptaln 
Small, of Machias, lost both stays, started chain 
plates end was driven ashore, but is expected to 
be got off In a few days. 
THE DISASTER TO THE SALTWELL. 
The Cunara steamer Delta, which arrived from 
Sydney, C. B., Thursday evening, brougni fifteen 
of tho crew of tne lU-fatod steamship saltwell, 
cnptaln Mace, of New Castle, C. B., which was lost 
on Say Shoals off Scatary during the gale of the 
24th ult. They give the following account of the dis­ 
aster :—Tho Saltwell sailed from London, England, 
August », in ballast, bound for Sydney, C. B., to 
load with coal for New York, fhe ship arrived 
within some twenty mUes of Sydney (U. B.) Har­ 
bor at ten o’clock i. M. on Sunday, the 24th, ox- 
pecttog to got into port about midday. At tbts 
time a thick log set in and tbe wind began to blow 
hard from the southeast, which gradually increased 
to a gale at three o’clock P. M. 
Captain Mace, 
afraid of being driven on the shore, put the ship 
about to bead off land. The engines were driven 
at lull speed. The wind continued Increasing up 
to eight o’clock P. M., when It became a per­ 
fect hurricane and the ship could make no head­ 
way against it. StlU no danger to tbe ship was 
apprehended, and only the nanal watch was 
kept on dock, the Captain remaining on the bndge. 
About eleven o’clock P. M-, while tbe fourth en- 
gmeer was m the engme room, the ship strnok on 
what proved to be Say Shoals, off Scatary Island. 
She struck at Intervals three different times belore 
sticking fast, striking eaoh time about mldsblps. 
The water began rushing In Immediately after she 
first strnok, and quickly put ont the fires. At tbe 
first shock too chief engineer msned to the engine 
room, but In a very short time returned and re­ 
ported that the ablp was ¡«Inking. All bands below 
were roused and the boato ordered to be lowered. 
Rockets were also fired, in the hope of attracting 
attention from shore. The first boat attempted to 
be launched was 
THE 8TAKBOARD LIFEBOAT. 
In assisting to get this boat ont, tbe chief en­ 
gineer, Mr. McIntosh, who was standing on toe 
rail, loet bis balance, leU Into tbe sea and perished. 
Five men got into this boat, but In the confusion 
at tbe moment they cut away toe after fall, letting 
the boat drop, stern lorcmost, while suspended by 
the bow. Tbe men were washed out and tbe boat 
was smashed against the ship. The next boat tried 
was the starboard cutter, which being ou the lee 
side, was lauuched without difficulty. An attempt 
was then made to get out tbe port llleboai, but it 
being on the weather side, the effort was difficult 
and dangerous; yet with strenuous exertions she 
was solely launched. The remainder of the crew 
were then dtetribnted In the two boaw, the first 
officer going In charge «f 
THE CUTTEB, 
accompanied by the following p e rs o n s J . Prod- 
dle, seoond officer; WUliam Smith, second engi­ 
neer; Timothy Cookland, boatswain, and five sea­ 
men. Tlie Captain took charge ot tbe lifeboat, and 
gave orders that the two boats sboold leave to­ 
gether and keep as near as possible to eacb other, 
and render assistance In case either should need it. 
The Captain was accompanied by Robert Smith, 
tbe third engineer; >VlUiam Lntthall, tbe fourth 
engineer; 
Richard Bailey, carpenter; 
George 
Butcher, chief stew ard; George Champion, engi­ 
neers’ steward; Walter H. Pannay, cook; William 
Aldons, cabin boy; James Jackson, seaman, and 
five firemen, viz.:—John Donohue, John Hamilton, 
James Berry, Henry Bush, John Wilson and a 
“Stowaway” named Peter Mnrray—in alL fifteen 
souls. When about to leave tbe ship the Captain 
looked over the side to apprise tnose m the cutter,

When the 
lifeboat got clear of the ship she was beaded for 
LoaUburg Light, bearing about southwest, but 
after a time this course had to oe abandoned, 
owing to tbe violent headwind and heavy sea, tbe 
night being Intensely dark. We then followed the 
course of the sea, keeping the boat easy until day­ 
light, when land was seen and tbe boot was headed 
lor It. but again we were doomed to disappoint­ 
ment, for on nearing the shore tbe sea was fonnd 
to be one maas of huge breakers, through which 
no boat could pass and live. We had then to pall 
off shore, and after some lonr hours’ rowing again 
saw a light ahead, which we steamed for and suc­ 
ceeded In landing at Fourche, C. U., where we 
were cared for by tbe Inhabitants and next day 
walked to Sydney. Fifteen of toe steamer’s crew 
were lost and flrteen were saved in tne lUeboat.

An artlole closely Imt-

BventoaUy tne firm commenced swindling opera- 
tions by defrauding the United S tates Revenue De- 
partm enL being betrayed by one Meyers, of Al­ 
bany.

he rem ained tor many months. 
Yates was p u t 
under $20,000 ball, tne indictm ent being now atm 
pending, as Is th at of Sharkey’s.

connection with two m en nam ed Clark and Prans- 
Ing, and traded under the nam e of the Union 
Brush Company. A separate branch of Industry 
pursued by Yales and Franziug was the purchase 
and shipm ent to Europe of beeswax, which they 
somehow or other always forgot to pay lor. Tbe 
Union Brush Company, after a short-lived exist­ 
ence, Closed Its doors, and the place knew Yates, 
Clark A Franzing no more. The n ex t enterprise 
of Yates was w ith Franzing and A. W. Spooner, as 
produce m erchauts in Duane street, where they 
victimized a large num ber of countrym en, who 
sent them farm produce tor sale. Ot lata Clarke 
A Yates have carried on a brush business in Reade 
street, near Hudson, but whether it is a legitim ate 
business or not is not known by the detecUve 
force. In couclualon it only rem ains to be said 
th at Yates waa a bosom friend of Andrew J. White­ 
man, known aa “the king of the eounterielters,” 
who is now undergoing a five /e a rs ’-sentence a t 
Sing Sing lor having defrauded a Southerner a t 
Cortland t street, when he waa arrested by De­ 
tective Phil. Farley, about three years ago. Yates 
18 also reputed like Colonel Quinn, to have been very 
intim ate w ith wiiuamson, tbe forger, whom the 
police are now endeavoring to captura. 
WHERE TBS PLOT ORIOINATKO. 
The plot to place the recently m entioned forged 
bonds upon the m arkets oi New York and London 
Was originated in a third class hotel in the neigh­ 
borhood of Eighth street and Broadway in last 
January. The proprietor of the house In quesUon 
had figured previously in many swindles, and was 
imprisoned last year at the suit of the Howard 
Watch Uompany, of Malden lane, together with his 
acoompUce, Halleck. Thu diatlnguUhed crim inal 
has been an inm ate of m ost of our W estern jails, 
and, in addition to tbe exploit above mentioned, 
lost year waa in connection with the gang who 
had possession of counterfeit State seals of th« 
States of Iowa and M issouri The seals were used 
tor Stamping forged abstracts oftltles of Imaginary 
lanas in the above m entioned States, ThU captaons 
swindler waa m strum eutal in many Instancss of 
exchanging these titles tor goods purchased by 
him or hla confederates. The palm ing of one of 
these fraudulent titles on Mr. Reynolds, ol Clinton 
street, Brooklyn, for $3,000 w orth of hoop skirts, 
and others for the restaurant 127 Grand street, 
with bogus notes to the am ount of $6,000—and 
Which he afterw ards sold out lor $3,000 cash— 
fluUhed his career for the last season; but now he 
again appears in all bU iorm er vuiany at thU well- 
known hotel.
